His prize does 
not include money or negotiable 
securities, however, as the bankers 
took the precaution of shipping these 
out when Velasco evacuated the city. 
He has the buildings and the furni- 
ture. The banks affected are the 
Banco Nacional, the Banco de La- 
guna, the German and South Ameri- 
can Bank, and the Bank of London 
and Mexico. 


Villa’s explanation is this: When on 
October 18, 1913, he took Torreon, 
the first time, friends of the constitu- 
tionalists’ cause contributed 2,000,000 
pesos. Twenty-five per cent. of this 
Villa says he used to buy drafts on 
London, Paris and Berlin for the pur- 
pose of strengthening his credit. 

When he abandoned the city for 
the campaign up north a Federal gar- 
rison moved in and in January of this 
year, when he attempted to draw on 

drafts he found that the banks 
had stopped payment. He therefore 
accuses. them of having robbed him 
and is taking such “retaliatory 
measures as are available.

TAFT’S OFFER 
OF SETTLEMENT.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—lhe last 
negotiations with Colombia were just 
at the close of President Taft's ad- 
ministration, when Minister Dubois, 
under instructions of Secretary Knox, 
offered a settlement on this basis: 

Ratification by Colombia of the so- 
called tri-partite treaty of 1909, also 
known as the Knox-Arosemena treaty, 
by which Panama agreed to apportion 
with Colombia the annua] payment of 
$250,000 which she receives trom the 
United States as rent for the Canal 
Zone for a sufficient period to liqui- 
date any claim of Colombia's up to 
$10,000,000. 

Payment of $10,000,000 cash to Co- 
lombia by the United States for an 
option on the Atrato River canal route 
and coaling sites at San Andieas and 
Old Providencia. 

An offer of friendly influence of the 
United States with Panama for an ad- 
justmént between Panama and Colom- 
bia over the partition. 

An offer to arbitrate reversionary 
rights in Panama. 

The Colombian Foreign Office re- 
jected the plan because it omitted to 
recognize the claim of sovereignty 
over Panama. 

The Atrato canal option would have 
continued for seventy-five years, dur- 
ing which Colombia would have en- 
joyed the sum of $10,000,000 with in- 
terest; she might have recovered from 
her claims on the Panama Railroad, 
had an arbitration been in her favor, 
some $16,000,000; other claims were 
estimated at some $23,900,000. In all,

While the committee preparations 
were under way today preliminary 
debate on the tolls issue occupied the 
greater part of the session in the 
Senate, where Senator Works of Cali- 
fornia held the floor for hours. As- 
serting that the United States had 
the right under the treaty to pre- 
scribe such tolls as it sees fit for its 
own vessels, Senator Works criticised 
the position taken by President Wil- 


son. 

“I think,” he said, that the Presi- 
dent deserves to be commiserated for 
having taken on himself this terrible 
responsibility. If we are to make 
this sacrifice, and surrender our rights 
and our sovereignty over the canal, 
the President alone will be responsi- 
ble. Without his insistence and in- 
fluence this repeal would never have 
been passed by either House of Con- 
gress.” 

The Senator referred to the fact 
that no tolls are charged vessels of 
the United States navigating the 
canals and rivers on which the gov- 
ernment has spent $700,000,000 and 
asserted to impose tolls upon coast- 
wise shipping passing through the 
Panama Canal would be in violation 
of the Constitution.

The Famous Decapitation Machine 
Is of Ancient Origin, but the 
Frenchman Who Proposed Its Use. 
in Paris Is Popularly Credited 
With Its Invention. 


\ The guillotine, an instrument for in- 
fiicting capital punishment by decapi- 
tation and which has been set up in 
México by the rebels, was introduced 
into France at the period of the Revo- 
lution. It consists of two upright 
posts surmounted by a cross beam and 
grooved so as to guide an oblique- 
edged knife, the back of which is 
heavily weighted to make it fall 
swiftly and with force when the cord 
by which it is held aloft is let go. 
Some ascribe the invention of the ma- 
chine to the Persians; and previously 
to the period when it obtained notor- 
lety under its present name it had 
been in use in Scotland, England and 
various parts of the continent. There 
is still preserved in the antiquarian 
museum of Edinburgh the rude gulil- 
lotine by which the Regent Morton 
was decapitated by the Scottish 
“maiden,” as were the Marquis of 
Argyll in 1661 and has son the Ear! 
of Argyll in 1685. 

It would appear that no similar 
machine was ever in general use in 
England; but until 1660 there existed 
in the forest of Hardwick, which was 
coextensive with the parish of Halifax, 
West Riding, Yorkshire, a mode of 
trial and execution called the gibbet 
law, by which a felon convicted of 
theft within the liberty was was sen- 


called the Halifax gibbet. A print of 
it is contained tn a small book called 
Halifax and its Gibbet Law (1780,) 
and in Gibson's edition of Camden's 
Britannica (1722.)

under the name of the Diele, the 
Hobel or the Dolabra. Two old Ger- 
man engravings, the one by George 
Penez, who died in 1550, and the other

The reasons urged in support of this 


proposition were that in cases of 
capital punishment the privilege of 
execution by decapitation should no 
longer be confined to the nobles, and 
it was desirable to render the process 
of execution as swift and nless as 
possible. The debate was brought to 
a sudden termination in peals of 
laughter caused by an indiscreet ref- 
erence of Dr. Guillotin to his ma- 
chine, but his ideas seem gradually to 
have leavened the minds of the As- 
sembly, and after various debates de- 
capitation was adopted as the method 
of execution in the penal code which 
became law on the 6th of October, 
1791. 7 

At first it was Intended that decap- 
Nation should be by sword, but on 
account of a memorandum by M. San- 
son, the executioner, pointing out the 
expense and certain other inconven- 
fences attending that method, the As- 
sembly referred the question to a 
committee, at whose request Dr. An- 
toine Louis, secretary to the Academy 
of Surgeons, prepared a memorandum 
on the subject. Without mentioning 
the name of Guillotin, it recom- 
mended the adoption of an instru- 
ment similar to that which was for- 
merly — by him. The Assem- 
bly decided in favor of the report, 
and the contract was offered to the 
person who usually provided the in- 
struments of justice; but as his terms 
were considered exorbitant an agree- f 
ment was ultimately come to with a 
German of the name of Schmidt, who, 
under the direction of M. Louts, fur- 
nished a machine for each of the 
French departments. 

After satisfactory experiments had 
been made with the machine on sev- 
eral dead bodies in the hospital of 
Bicetre, it was erected on the Place 
de Greve for the execution of the 
highwayman Pelletier on the 25th of 
April, 1792. While the experiments 
regarding the machine were being 
carried on it received the name Loul- 
sette, or La Petite Léuison, but the 
mind of the nation seems soon to have 
reversed to Guillotin, who first sug- 
gested its use; and in the Journal des 
Revolutions de Paris for April 28, 
1792, it ia mentioned as la guillotine, 
a name which it henceforth bore both 
popularly and officially. 

In 1795 the question was much de- 
bated as to whether or not death by 
the guillotine was instantaneous, and 
in support of the negative side the 
case of Charlotte Corday was adduced, 
whose countenance, it Is said, blushed 
as if with indignation when the ex- 
ecutioner, holding up the head to the 
public gaze, struck with his fist. 

The connection of the instrument 
with the horrors of the revolution 
has hindered its introduction into 
other countries, but in 1853 it was 
adopted under the name of Fall- 
schwert, or Fallbeil, by the Kingdom 
of Saxony, and it is used for the exe- 
cution of sentences of death in 
France, Belgium and some parts of 
Germany. 

It has often been stated that Dr. 
Guillotin perished by the instru- 
ment which bears his name, but it 
is devond question that he survived 
the revolution and died a natural 
death in 1814. '

Amazon Expedition of the Un- 


[BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 
PHILADELPHIA, April 8.—Word 
has been received that the. members 
of the Amazon expedition of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania Museum, sent 
out In March, 1913, are all well after 
nine weeks of exploring in unknown 


territory in Southern British Gulana. 
Advices state that many valuable 
ethnological specimens, photographs 
and anthropological data were gath- 
ered. The expedition encountered 
many dangers and progress was at 
times wearisome. 

According to the authorities of the 
museum, the reports state that Dr. 
William C. Farabee, curator of the 
American section of the museum, and 
his party spent many months in ter- 
ritory never explored by white men. 
New tribes of Indians have been dis- 
covered and vocabularies made of 
their languages, many notes were 
taken of their arts, crafts, customs 
and religious beliefs, while thousands 
of specimens of their handiwork have 
been collected. 

Previous reports told of the party 
having explored the northern jut of 
Brazil, and the latest advices had to 
do with a description of the expe4i- 
tion's movements eastward into 
British Guiana and the affluents of the 
upper reaches of the Essequibo River. 

In the wilderness the dition 
found maps worthiesa. The Cudwine 
River was found difficult to navigate, 
but it was followed to the Essequibo 
after much hard labor and suffering. 
Overhanging spine palms impeded 
progress and caused many  painfu! 
wounds. An astronomical observation 
showed the expedition was seventy 
miles north of the equator and about 
250 miles from the Atlantic Ocean.

ENGINEER SAYS AQUEDUCT 18 
GOOD BUSINESS DEAL. : 


Mulholland Maintains that Owens 
River Water Will Be Brought in 
by May 15—Pipe Laying Is Pushed 
at the Rate of Six Hundred Feet 
Daily. 


“As @ business proposition alone 
the aqueduct will be paying for itself 
within three years,” said Chief Engi- 
neer Mulholland yesterday. 

Amplifying this statement, he said 
that within that time a return will 
be assured which will not only pay 
the interest on the outstanding $24,- 
500,000 in aqueduct bonds, but will 
provide assured contributions to the 
sinking fund, and make possible the 
retirement of the bonds within the 
specified time. 

According to Mulholland, $380,000 
is collected yearly within this city by 
private water companies, whose ab- 
sorption into the municipal system is 
only a matter of time. , 

Mulholland also reasserted that 
Owens River water will be delivered 
here May 15. Work is being rushed 
on either end to connect the 3800-foot 
Franklin canyon tunnel, with the in- 
take at Wilshire boulevard and West- 
ern avenue. At present the laying of 
pipe is going forward at the rate of 
600 feet a day, but Mulholland as- 
serted that the laying of 1000 feet a 
day will shortly be accomplished. 

As soon as this work is completed 
a flow of 26,000,000 gallons of water 
dally from the Owens River country 
will be available to supplement the 
supply now obtained from the city’s 
pumping plants.

COMMITTEE'S FULL REPORT. 

Following is the full report of the 
committee as adopted last right at a 
meeting of 1500 Los Angeles Invest- 
ment Company stockholders: 

After several months of painstaking 
investigation on behalf of the stock- 
holders of the Los Angeles In\estment 
Company, this committee is now pre- 
pared to make public the facts and 
conditions leading up to the present 
situation of the company, including 
startling disclosures of systematic et- 
forts on the part of certain men to 
wreck the corporation. 

The facts revealed by our investi- 
gation and now given to the stock- 
holders for the first time, ciearly ex- 
pose the real motives behind the ac- 
tivity of J. Harvey McCarthy and his 
Heuten ant in stirring up dissension 
among the stockholders. They reveal 
a persistent campaign, first for money 
and then for revenge—a ruthless at- 
tempt to wreck a great corporation in 
which eighteen thousand stockholders 
are vitally interested. 

Whatever effect the extension of op- 
erations by the company and the gen- 
eral condition of financial depression 
that followed may have had in in- 
volving the company, the facts show 
that the attacks of McCarthy and his 
men have done even more harm and 
have been a prime factor in creating 
the difficulties that have beset the 
company. 

The history of McCarthy’s connec- 
tion with the Los Angeles Investment 
Company clearly reveals a conspiracy 
to procure money from the officials of 
the company and——failing *ha'—to get 
revenge by discrediting those officials 
and wrecking the company. . 

McCarthy's first venture in Los An- 
geles was the Pioneer Investment and 
Trust Company. About three years ago 
he promoted the Planada Develop- 
ment Company and put on the mar- 
ket the townsite of Planada in Merced 
county. He caused to be erected a 
score or more of buildings, including 
a magnificently equipped $50,000 he- 
rhe Bank of Southern California 
had loaned money to the Planada 
| When that bank was ab- 
sorbed by the Globe Savings Bank the 
notes against the. Planada concern 
were among the assets. Upon repre- 
sentation by McCarthy and the de- 
posit of further Planada security the 
Globe Savings Bank loaned an addi- 
tional sum of money. 

About this time doubts arose as to 
the value of the securities held as 
collateral and an investigation 
showed that some of the contracts 
were not good. To protect the bank 
Home Makers made a loan on the 
Planada Hotel. It was then discov- 
ered that there were many unpaid 
bills against the hotel and that suits 
velopment Corporation was n - 
pcr and was financed by the Los 
Angeles Investment Company.

Upon the discovery that McCarthy 
was using the funds of the company 
for his own

When the new 
Planada corporation took over the 
affairs of the original company it was 
on the basis of an appraisement made 
by the old officers and was later 
found to be incorrect. Under this 
deal the old company, which was al- 
most whelly owned by McCarthy, 
took stock in the new corporation in 
exchange for its holdings. The new 
corporation was unable to relieve the 
situation and ite directors agreed 
that if the Los Angeles Investment 
Company would finance the proposi- 
tion, they would turn over the man- 
agement to it. 


Stock held by McCarthy and which 
he represented to be worth $200,000 
was turned over to the Los Angeles 
Investment Company. The officiais 
of the latter company insisted upon 


holders and McCarthy agreed to do it 
because it saved him from th 
ened bankruptev. 


force the company to purchase his 
stock and to pay him approximately 
$100,000 for it. The officials of the 
company refused and have continued 
to refuse to pay him the money on 
the ground that he is not entitled to 
it and that whatever assets are rep- 
resented by the company’s interests 
in Planada belong to the stockhold. 
ers of the Los Angeles Investment 
Company and to them alone. 

After McCarthy had turned over his 
stock the new management of the 
Planada corporation was beset by 
creditors and the presentation of bills, 
of which they were not aware and of 
which there was no book record in 
the hands of the corporation. Liens 
were filed against buildings in Planada 
and many people in the new town had 
gone bankrupt because promises made 
to them had not been lived up to. 

The new management further found 
that $100,000 worth of contracts rep- 
resented as good were in great part 
bad and should not have been allowed. 
Other irregularities contributed to the 
difficulties in untangling the Planada 
affairs. 

It was then that McCarthy began 
his rule-or-ruin campaign. He spread 
damaging reports against the Los An- 
geles Investment Company in Planada. 
Late in 1912 McCarthy was accused, 
at a directors’ meeting, of having 
worked to injure the company. He 
denied it and the matter was set for 
a formal hearing. McCarthy's failure 
to be present caused the hearing to 
be postponed from time to time and 
it was not held. 

McCarthy soon afterwards made 
suggestions that his interests should 
be purchased. threatening that, unless 
thie was done, he would get together a 
combination of competitors and other 
interests to put the company out of 
business. Attorneys, retained by Me- 
Carthy, endeavored to get a settlement 
in money, one of them demanding 
$120,000. These attorneys dropped 
the cases without bringing action, re- 
fusing to be parties to demands that 
savored of blackmail. 

William A. Ramsay, one of Mo- 
Carthy’s lieutenants, told Elder that 
$90,000 had been raised to put the 
Los Angeles Investment Company out 
of business, $100,000 of which was to 
be used to shake the confidence of 
the stockholders and the public in the 
company. Reports began to come in- 
to the office of the Los Angeles In- 
vestment Company that a concerted 
campaign had been begun to create @ 
feeling of unrest among the stockhold- 
ers. Many of the latter received tele- 
phone messages from unknown men 
saying the company was about to go 
out of business and advising them to 
get their money out before it was too 
late. 

About two > te prior to the run 
on the Globe Savings Bank, depositors 
reported that they had been called on 
the telephone and told that the bank 
was going to fail. This campaign 
took many forms. In every instance 
where these telephone messages were 
reported the men who calle.’ refused 
to give their names, or (disconnected 
the telephone when asked to reveal 
their identity. ; 

Elder and other officers of the com- 
pany were advised by men, who 
claimed to be disinterested, to settle 
with McCarthy, and said it could be 
done for $100,000. This advice was, 
at times, coupled with the assertion 
that McCarthy had a powerful or-

The changing aspects of the ‘situation 
in Mexico make it difficult to offer intelli- 
gent comment as to the duty of the United 
States or that of European powers in the 

That President Wilson made a mistake in 
not following the example of the powers of 
Europe and recognizing the de facto Presi- 
dency of Huerta is now hardly denied by 


even the most loyal adherents of the Wash- | 


ington administration. That he made a 
second mistake in removing the embargo 
and allowing the forces of Carranza to be 
supplied with arms and ammunition from 
the United States is equally clear. | 

But it is useless to cry for spilled milk. 
It is profitiess to expend time in lamenting 
the errors of yesterday when the problems 
of today are pressing upon us for solution. 

If, as seems probable, notwithstanding 
some conflict in the dispatches, Torreon has 
been completely and finally captured by 
Villa's army; that will tend to strengthen 
and consolidate the rule of Carranza over 
the States of Northern Mexico. It presages 
the fall of Durango on the west or Saltillo 
and Monterey on the east. to be followed by 
the capture of Zacatecas, one hundred Tulles 
south of Torreon. 

Yet even these captures would not make 
it certain that the rebel forces could or 
would capture the City of Mexico. Villa's 


bers and equipment by the desperate and 
prolonged fighting at Torreon. Unless mid- 
dle Mexico can be precipitated into the rev- 
olution, from which it has hitherto kept 
practically aloof, Villa cannot recruit his 
army there, and, unless recruited, it would 
advance on the City of Mexico greatly in- 
ferior in numbers and in arms to the forces 
of Huerta there. The fighting at Torreon 
has demonstrated that the Huertan army 
was not recruited from the jails and the 
gutters, as has heen often alleged, but is 
composed of soldiers as patriotic and as 
fealous for their cause as are the bandits 
whom the genius of Villa has organized and 
welded into a wonderful fighting force. 

Villa has been not inaptly compared to 
the first Bonaparte, but Napoleon met his 
—- and Villa may find bis Water- 

The civil war in Mexico appears to be a 
conflict without an adequate cause behind 
it or a definite purpose ahead of it. Our 
own entanglement with it has been and is 
full of perplexities. 

It would be a benefaction to Mexico and 
to civilization if England, France, Germany : 
and the United States should constitute a 
commission of conciliation to meet at the 
City of Mexico to formulate a plan to re- 
store peace and stable government to that 
republic, and utilize their armies anti navies 
if need be. If this were accompanied by a hard 
and fast agreement, as it should be, that when 
order was restored none of the intervening 
powers would attempt to acquire Mexican 
territory, Mexicans of all factions ought to 
welcome the co-operative intervention ‘of 
the United States and European powers. 

But there appears to be no chance at 
Present of the Washington administration 
substituting active beneficent mediation for 
its policy of dilatory do-nothingism. “The 
President,” says the New York Tribune ed- 
itorally, will not deal with Huerta. The 
diffculties of dealing with Carranza and 
Villa, even in case they should recog- 
nized as belligerents, have recently been 
painfully emphasized in the Benton case. 
With the contending forces becoming more 
equal in strength and civil war taking oa 
new aspects of tenacity and ferocity, the 
impotence of our policy of standing afar off 
and avoiding intervention in theory, while 
trying to practice it intermittently in -fact, 
will become more and more galling. Only 
some lucky miracle, like the retirement of 
Huerta, will enable the administration to 
take up the work of moderating savagery 
and protecting American and other foreign 
interests in Mexico which this country’s po- 
sition as an American power impases on it. 
The deplorable weakness of.the “watchful 
waiting” policy has been that it was predi- 
cated upon the 100 to 1 chance of a timely 
miracle. Yet the age of miracles in inter- 


national politics has laps since passed.”

It Miss Ida M. Appelbeck succeeds in 
avoiding deportation it will be a triumph 
of personality and faith over evidence.

Oakland has a “Progressive” municipal 
government and its citizens pay for the 
privilege to the extent of $1.30 per inch for all 
public printing.

But in Oakland a former Governor by the 
name of Pardee, Jack of all politics that are 
profitable, has a little newspaper he calls 
the “Enquirer.”

Last year they 
paid the Enquirer over $36,000 for printing 
legal notices. 

The Oakland Mail offered to do the print- 
ing for 30 cents per inch—or $1 per inch 
cheaper than the Enquirer. But the Mail 
isn’t “Progressive,” so a lot of reasons were 
advanced for not letting the Mail have the 
contract. It makes no difference that the 
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times as much as it charges individual ad- 
vertisers—the Enquirer is a “reform” paper, 
one of the noisiest supporters of Johnson's 
“economy” administration (which has in- 
creased the expehses of the State over 
$7,000,000 per year.) -

is 17 cents per inch. In San Francisco the 
rate for city printing is 58 cents; in Sacra-

Times of Troy, N. Y. The expense to the 


railroads of necessary material has doubled 


within a few years. In this State an extra 
crew has been commanded for each train. 
“Will the people be wise enough to see 


that, inasmuch as the shareholders of rail- | 


roads are spread among the public, so that 
in the Pennsylvania Railroad alone there 
are 100,000 stockholders, and the railroad 
has been one of the greatest elements in 
the prosperity of every community and has 
given employment to many workingmen, 
the legislative and administrative at- 
tacks upon the transportation companies 
are not on a few multi-millionaires, but upon 
business, upon wage-earners and upon the 
investors in railroad securities? 

“The eastern railroads have asked the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to make 
a 5 per cent. increase in freight rates. This 
demand comes at the same time that the 
roads are being compelled to carry large 
parcels for the mails without any increase 
in compensation. The demand is a just 
one, and should be granted. 

“This war on business should not be car- 
ried farther. Demagogy has done enough 
harm to the prosperity of the country. This 
persistent chopping at the foundations of 
the activity of the United States should be 
stopped before there is a general crash. 

“The war on business as it is now con- 
ducted is a gigantic form of suicide.”

Serve the independence of this long- 
distance telephone fystem and we 
would like to go into partnership 
with the cities of Seattle and Tacoma 
to accomplish that purpose.” 

The long-distance lines and the 
Home Telephone Company of Tacoma 
were largely financed by Southern 
California capitalists. They lost 
heavily on bonds when the company 
operating at Tacoma and Bellingham 
went into receivers hands. Subse- 
quently Tacoma, Seattle and Belling- 
ham local systems were bought by

Detective Says Her Plight Is Result 
of Plot to Get Mother’s Consent to

year-old Helen Hume, daughter of 
the late Joseph Hume, one-time mil- 
loinaire salmon packer, and Mrs. 
Bessie Hume, who lives at the Winde- 
mere apartments, in Bush street, is 
under the care of her mother and 
a physician today as the result of 
the nervous strain consequent on her 
swearing to the complaint that has 
resulted in landing in jail Samuel 
Leibman, a tailor, 31 years old, liv- 
ing at the Winton Hotel, and Charles 
Anderson, 23 years old, a taxicab 
driver. 

The men are charged with an of- 
fense similar to that with which

According to J. W. Cowart, a pri- 
vate detective, who collected the evi- 
dence, the case against both men is 
conclusive and Anderson has con- 


Leibman denies the charge. 

Miss Hume is an heiress, who, on 
her eighteenth birthday, will come 
into a fortune of $30,000 left her by 
her father, Joseph Hume, one of the 
founders of a big Alaska packing 
company. In addition, she has an 
income of about $100 a month. 

“According to the evidence I have 
said Detective Cowart, 
“Leibman’s object was to force the 
girl's mother to consent to him mar- 
rying Helen so he could get control 
of her fortune. 

“I know, too, that he advised the 
girl to turn over to her mother $50 
a month of her income and let him 
put the rest in the bank for her. 

“Leibman met the girl about six 
weeks ago, while she was on her way 
to a drug store. Miss Helen is con- 
vent-raised and knew nothing of the 
ways of the world. He plied her with 
benedictine, telling her it was only 
a soft, sweet drink. 

“As for Anderson, who comes of a 
prominent family, he met the girl 
at the beach and invited her to take 
an automobile ride. I have had the 
men and the girl shadowed for weeks 
and know everything that happened.”’ 

Leibman and Anderson are both 
in the City Prison, being unable to 
raise the $10,000 bail required for 
each. Their cases are set for hear- 
ing April 16. 

The arrest was made by Detective 
Barron, acting under orders of De- 
tective Redmond, head of the white- 
slave squad.
